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This  history  has  been  prepared  and  issued  on  the  occasion  of  the  first  one 
hundred  year  anniversary  of  the  Beulah  Baptist  Church,  August  6,  1995.  From  this 
vantage  point  the  present  membership  of  the  church  can  review  my  interpretation 
of  her  past  history,  interview  her  present  cHentele,  and  preview  the  challenging 
future  with  worthy  pride  and  confident  vision. 

This  history  is  dedicated  to  the  charter  members,  pastor  and  previous  pas- 
tors, deceased  members,  worthy  patrons  of  the  congregation,  and  to  all  who  made 
merited  gifts  to  the  spiritual  and  material  progress  of  Beulah  Baptist  Church  down 
through  the  years.  In  1975,  while  at  the  Southern  Seminary  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  my 
daughter,  Jane,  wrote  a  history  of  Beulah.  My  wife,  Evaline,  and  I  helped  her 
research  this  history  and  kept  it  updated  until  Evaline's  death  in  1987.  My  mother- 
in-law,  Mrs.  G.W.  Nash  (Maw  Maw),  infonned  us  of  the  early  years  and  I  have 
been  privileged  to  be  a  part  of  this  great  fellowship  for  fifty  years.  My  second 
wife,  Bondelia,  has  been  an  inspiration  to  me  by  encouraging  me  and  supporting 
me  as  I  wrote  this  interpretive  history.  I  cannot  forget  all  of  you  who  have  fur- 
nished information  to  me.  You  have  also  been  a  tremendous  influence  in  leading 
me  to  love  and  support  Beulah  Baptist  Church,  and  to  become  a  stronger  Christian. 

My  prayer  is  that  Beulah  Baptist  Church  continues  to  be  dedicated  to  the 
Son  of  God,  the  Saviour  of  the  world,  and  to  His  cause  -  by  evangelism,  steward- 
ship, and  missions  in  and  through  the  church  to  the  ends  of  the  world. 


May  God  be  praised  through  it  all.

An  Interpretive  History 

of 
Beulah  Baptist  Church 

1895  - 1995 


1895-1905 

Beulah  Baptist  Church  was  organized  in  Fulbright  Schoolhouse  (located  on  Mock  Mill  Road)  on  August 
1,  1895  under  the  guidance  of  Rev.  D.  R  Bridges.  It  is  said  that  the  church  was  named  "Beulah"  by  Rev. 
Bridges.  There  were  20  charter  members.  Included  in  the  charter  membership  were  Mr.  &  Mrs.  M.  F.  Carter, 
Mr.  &  Mrs.  W.  H.  Deal,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  John  Harris,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  J.  C.  Ingram,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Clinton  A.  Sherrill,  Mr. 
&  Mrs.  Martin  L.  Shook,  and  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Otis  E.  Shook. 

The  first  church  building,  which  was  located  on  Mt.  Herman  Road,  was  completed  in  1897.  The  first 
revival  was  held  in  1897  and  was  led  by  Rev.  D.  R  Bridges.  Church  membership  grew  from  17  reported  at  the 
end  of  1895  to  a  total  of  92  in  1905.  Total  gifts  in  1895  were  $30.50.  Mission  gifts  were  $5.00.  Total  gifts  in 
1905  were  $265.90  with  mission  gifts  of  $12.50.  The  pastor's  yearly  salary  in  1895  was  $25.00  and  was 
$100.00  per  year  in  1905. 

The  Sunday  School  was  organized  in  1903  with  M.  L.  Branch  as  the  first  director.  Church  Membership 
was  92  in  1903.  The  Sunday  School  enrollment  was  56  with  an  average  attendance  of  44.  During  the  decade  the 
church  was  served  by  Rev.  D.  R  Bridges,  Rev.  J.  J.  Beach,  Rev.  E.  L.  Weston,  and  Rev.  C.  E.  Beaver. 

I  had  the  honor  of  knowing  Mr.  W.  H.  Deal,  one  of  the  charter  members.  He  taught  me  the  true  meaning 
of  giving  to  God  His  tithe.  Mr.  Deal  was  a  man  who  carried  two  pocketbooks  -  one  for  the  Lord  and  one  for  his 
personal  use.  On  Sunday  when  the  offering  was  taken  in  Sunday  School,  he  would  take  the  "Lord's  pocket- 
book"  and  empty  it  into  the  offering  plate.  He  stated  that  as  he  sold  produce  from  the  farm  (butter,  eggs,  milk, 
chickens,  garden  produce,  etc.)  he  placed  one  tenth  of  what  he  received  in  the  "Lord's  pocketbook."  He  taught 
me  that  you  give  one  tenth  of  all  you  receive,  and  not  the  net  amount.  As  I  recall  this  I  can  see  the  solid  founda- 
tion that  Beulah  was  built  upon. 

1905-1915 

Rev.  C.  E.  Beaver.  Rev.  Joe  N.  Binkley,  and  Rev.  W.  J.  Wyatt  served  as  pastors  during  this  decade.  The 
church  remained  at  a  stand  still.  The  Church  membership  in  1915  was  91  and  the  Sunday  School  enrollment 
was  68.  The  PASTOR'S  SALARY  WAS  $71.00  per  year.  Total  gifts  were  $113.25,  with  $17.75  given  to  mis- 
sions. 

The  church  members  showed  their  interest  in  each  other.  It  is  recorded  in  the  minutes  that  when  there 
was  dissension  among  the  members,  help  was  sought  from  the  church  to  correct  this.  In  the  minutes  of  August 
17,  1907,  we  find  where  a  member  confessed  to  the  church  that  he  had  done  wrong  and  had  said  some  hard 
things  about  another  member.  He  asked  the  church  to  bear  with  him.  By  vote  the  church  agreed  to  do  this.  The 
other  member  was  called  to  the  front  of  the  church  where  the  two  shook  hands  and  forgave  one  another.  This 
again  shows  more  of  the  foundation  of  Beulah  Church. 

G.  W.  Nash  became  church  clerk  in  1907.  In  a  business  meeting  on  May  9,  1908,  it  was  voted  that  the 
deacons  look  after  the  delinquent  members  by  visiting  them  and  reporting  back  to  the  church.  In  an  August  18, 
1908  business  meeting  a  report  was  given  on  one  of  the  charter  members,  and  he  was  excluded  from  the 
church.  In  a  January  9,  1909  business  meeting,  the  church  instructed  the  deacons  to  visit  another  charter  mem- 
ber to  tell  them  of  their  non-attendance  and  non-support  of  the  church.  At  the  February  13,  1909  business  meet- 
ing the  church  instructed  the  church  clerk  to  write  this  family  a  letter  of  dismissal.  During  these  early  years 
Beulah  church  established  that  they  loved  their  members  and  that  it  was  the  duty  of  every  member  to  attend  and 
support  their  church.  What  a  foundation  they  established  for  us  today. 

A  report  of  the  collection  committee  for  missions  was  given  in  1913:  Received  first  year  1910  -  $21.00  - 
Received  second  year  1911-  $46.26  ;  Received  third  year  1912  -  $54.26. 


On  November  16,  1913,  two  of  the  families  removed  from  the  church  roll  in  1909  were  restored  to  fel- 
lowship of  the  church.  This  shows  that  they  might  have  been  removed  from  the  church  roll  but  they  were  never 
forgotten.  At  roll  call  November  20,  1915,  there  were  37  males  and  55  females  as  members.  This  made  a  total 
membership  of  92.  The  church  clerk  was  instructed  to  write  the  delinquent  members  to  see  what  they  wanted  to 
do  about  their  membership. 

1915-1925 

Rev.  R.  Lee  Davis  was  called  to  be  pastor  on  April  2,  1916.  He  also  served  New  Bethany.  A  note  in  the 
Statesville  newspaper  on  January  24,  1924  stated  that  the  two  churches  would  be  supplied  by  local  preachers 
while  Rev.  R.  L.  Davis  was  visiting  in  Arkansas.  I  have  a  note  of  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Carl  Brown  and  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Joe 
Bustle  being  married  by  Rev.  Davis  while  he  served  at  Beulah.  Also  a  note  in  the  Statesville  newspaper  on 
September  3,  1920  told  about  a  revival  closing  with  Rev.  Binkley  preaching.  The  article  stated  "It  is  hoped  that 
it  will  be  some  good  seed  sowed  in  good  ground  and  will  bring  forth  much  fruit." 

The  pastor's  salary  in  1925  was  $100.00  a  year  with  $5.70  expended  for  revival  services.  The  church 
membership  was  72  and  a  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  64.  This  was  during  the  time  of  World  War  1,  and  there 
seemed  to  be  some  dissension  in  the  church  as  there  was  a  loss  in  church  membership  of  20  people.  Records 
show  a  loss  in  membership  in  six  of  the  ten  years. 

On  June  17,  1916,  the  church  instructed  the  church  clerk  to  write  all  delinquent  members.  In  the  August 
business  meeting  several  members  were  given  letters  of  dismissal.  On  August  18,1917  an  offering  taken  for 
associational  missions  totaled  $3.62.  On  October  20,  1917,  the  State  mission  offering  taken  was  $2.35.  The 
November  17,  1917  Foreign  mission  offering  taken  was  $4.40.  On  December  15,  1917,  an  orphanage  offering 
was  taken  and  $20.45  was  given.  As  you  can  see  from  the  offerings  listed  in  the  church  minutes,  Beulah  church 
has  been  mission  minded  since  its  beginning.  Baptisms  during  this  time  period  were  held  at  Stewart's  Mill, 
which  was  located  on  New  Bethany  Road. 

1925  - 1935 

The  pastors  who  served  this  decade  were  Rev.  R.  Lee  Davis  to  June  25,  1927,  Rev.  John  M.  McAlpine  - 
July  24,  1927  to  February  1,  1930  (he  died  while  in  his  pastorate  at  Beulah),  and  Rev.  B.  E.  Morris  from  March 
1,  1930  until  1935.  This  decade  seems  to  have  been  a  period  of  awakening  in  the  life  of  Beulah  church.  The 
church  had  never  had  a  budget  before  1930.  An  offering  was  taken  each  Sunday  to  pay  the  pastor's  salary  and 
other  expenses.  The  minutes  state  that  services  were  held  on  Saturday  afternoons  and  on  Sunday  mornings. 
Usually  a  decision  was  made  on  Saturday  afternoon  to  take  a  mission  offering  on  Sunday  for  some  specific 
mission.  Membership  grew  from  72  to  102  and  the  Sunday  School  enrollment  grew  from  64  to  138.  The  pas- 
tor's salary  increased  from  $100.00  per  year  to  $126.50.  The  revival  expense  grew  to  $26.50,  and  total  gifts 
grew  from  $265.10  to  $419.82. 

During  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  B.E.  Morris  services  were  held  on  Saturday  afternoons  at  2:30  PM  so  Rev. 
Morris  could  serve  Western  Ave.  Baptist  Church  on  Sunday.  It  was  under  his  leadership  that  the  second  build- 
ing program  of  Beulah  church  was  completed.  The  front  of  the  church  was  remodeled  from  a  two  door  entrance 
to  a  single  door  entrance,  and  new  cement  steps  were  added.  I  was  told  by  my  mother-in-law  (Mrs.  G.  W.  Nash- 
"Maw  Maw")  that  they  had  a  visiting  evangelist  who  remarked  about  Beulah  church  that  he  saw  the  church  was 
still  practicing  separating  the  sheep  from  the  goats  by  having  two  entrance  doors.  The  men  entered  one  door 
and  the  women  entered  the  other  door  -  not  the  same  one.  This  statement  got  the  attention  of  the  church  mem- 
bers and  they  decided  to  remodel  the  church  front.  At  the  same  time  the  educational  building  (  Sunday  School 
rooms)  was  built. 


Rev.  Morris  led  the  Church  in  taking  the  first  church  census,  introduced  systematic  giving  (tithing)  to 
the  church,  and  led  the  church  in  adopting  a  budget.  Church  training  was  organized  in  1930.  It  was  then  known 
as  B.  Y.  P.  U.  The  minutes  of  October  1930  state  that  Mr.  R.  C.  Deal  read  the  first  history  of  Beulah  -  from 
1895-1930.  I  had  the  honor  of  being  led  to  the  Lord  by  Rev.  B.  E.  Morris  and  of  being  a  member  of  Western 
Avenue  while  he  was  pastor  there.  He  told  me  that  some  of  his  greatest  memories  of  Beulah  were  how  the 
members  fed  his  family  during  the  depression  years  in  the  1930's.  He  said  when  he  started  to  leave  Beulah  after 
Saturday  afternoon  services,  he  always  found  the  rear  of  his  car  filled  with  groceries  and  produce.  He  also 
remembered  staying  with  Wattie  and  Sallie  (Mr.  &  Mrs.  G.  W.  Nash)  and  sleeping  in  the  "preacher's"  bed  in  the 
upstairs  of  their  home.  Other  members  recall  "feeding  the  preachers"  and  "bedding"  them  -  especially  during 
revival  times. 

Beulah  seems  to  have  come  alive  in  the  30's.  A  note  in  the  Statesville  paper  tells  that  on  December  13, 
1934,  Beulah  Baptist  church  presented  a  play  -  "An  Old  Fashioned  Mother"  at  the  Coca  Cola  Hall.  The  admis- 
sion of  10  and  15  cents  was  to  go  to  the  building  of  the  Sunday  School  rooms.  Also  in  the  Newspaper  on 
November  28,  1934  was  this  note:  "The  B.Y.RU.  of  Beulah  Baptist  Church  met  with  Miss  Sleta  Travis  (Mrs. 
Harold  Crawford)  with  oyster  soup,  chicken  soup,  coffee,  and  hot  chocolate  being  served."  Another  interesting 
note  from  the  Statesville  paper  told  about  a  revival  at  Beulah,  August  13-16,  1935.  "It  was  held  in  a  tent  bor- 
rowed from  the  brotherhood  of  Western  Avenue  Church.  Rev.  B.  E.  Morris  said  it  was  very  comfortable  for  the 
hot  nights." 

1935  -  1945 

During  this  decade  Rev.  A.  C.  McCall,  Rev.  R.  H.  Weaver,  Rev.  H.  G.  Bryant,  Rev.  Zeb  Baker,  and  Rev. 
A.  C.  Chishire  served  as  pastors.  Beulah  was  in  a  field  with  South  River  Baptist  church  until  calling  Rev.  Zeb 
Baker  to  be  their  first  full-time  pastor  in  October  1 944.  The  church  had  alternating  services  while  in  this  field  - 
every  other  Sunday  morning  and  night.  The  churches  rented  a  house  on  North  Center  Street  in  Statesville  for 
the  pastor  to  live  in.  Some  of  our  members  recall  the  fast  driving  of  Rev.  A.  C.  McCall  in  his  1939  Oldsmobile. 
When  he  came  to  visit  you,  he  always  turned  his  car  around  so  that  he  was  headed  "out"  when  he  parked.  This 
was  during  the  time  of  World  War  II  and  the  church  was  very  supportive  of  the  young  men  who  entered  the  ser- 
vices. 

The  W  M  U  was  organized  in  1942  with  an  enrollment  of  16.  Mrs.  Stephen  Nash  was  the  first  director. 
The  first  V  B  S  was  held  in  1945  with  66  enrolled.  Church  membership  was  122,  Sunday  School  enrollment 
was  121,  and  Church  Training  enrollment  was  70.  Total  gifts  in  this  period  increased  from  $419.92  to  $5760.82. 
Mission  gifts  were  $261.30.  Cooperative  Program  gifts  were  $150.00 

I  was  told  of  how  Mr.  Carl  Brown  built  a  set  of  steps  to  cross  over  a  fence  on  the  path  he  and  his  eight 
children  walked  to  church  on.  At  times  Mrs.  Fannie  Carter  would  give  children  rides  to  and  from  the  church. 
The  first  church  was  heated  by  two  great  big  pot-bellied  stoves.  Mr.  Charlie  Goble,  Eugene,  Davis,  and  Hoyte 
Brown  started  fires  in  these  stoves  before  services.  Eugene  Brown  tells  me  how  well  he  remembers  their  salary 
of  $1.25  a  month.  In  the  minutes  of  March  25,  1941,  it  is  recorded  that  Rev.  R.  H.  Weaver  asked  the  church  to 
begin  the  deacon  rotating  system.  There  were  8  deacons  at  this  time.  R.  N.  McClung  became  church  treasurer  in 

1943.  Mr.  G.  W.  Nash  resigned  as  church  clerk.  He  had  been  in  this  position  for  36  years.  Baptismal  services 
were  held  at  Beck's  Pond,  and  in  the  branch  in  Mr.  Will  Deal's  pasture  during  these  years. 

The  church  voted  on  January  30,  1944  to  call  Rev.  Zeb  Baker  as  their  first  full  time  pastor.  On  April  1, 

1944,  the  church  wrote  to  the  State  Mission  Board  and  asked  for  help  in  paying  the  pastor's  salary.  They 
approved  $30.00  per  month  and  the  church  paid  $75.00  per  month.  This  made  a  total  of  $105.00  per  month  for 
pastor's  salary.  Rev.  Baker  resigned  on  August  19,  1945.  In  the  business  meeting  of  May  29,  1945,  the  church 
voted  to  build  the  first  parsonage.  Mr.  B.  F.  Deal  was  elected  as  chairman  of  the  parsonage  building  committee. 
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This  was  Beulah's  third  building  program.  On  August  2,  1945,  Rev.  A.  C.  Cheshire  was  extended  a  call  to 
become  pastor.  On  September  30,  1945  the  church  voted  to  borrow  $1500.00  to  pay  off  the  indebtedness  on  the 
parsonage.  As  far  as  I  can  find,  this  is  the  first  loan  of  Beulah. 

1945  -  1955 

Rev.  A.  C.  Cheshire  moved  into  the  completed  new  parsonage  in  October,  1945,  and  lived  there  until 
July  6,  1947.  There  was  a  note  in  the  Statesville  paper  about  the  April  4,  1946  worship  service  at  Beulah. 
Several  of  our  church  members  who  had  returned  from  service  in  World  War  II  told  of  some  of  their  experi- 
ences while  in  combat.  These  men  were  Frank  Elliot,  J.  C.  Elliot,  W.  H.  Hendren,  J.  C.  Wooten,  and  Earl 
Tucker.  Rev.  C.  N.  Spry  served  as  interim  pastor  until  March  14,  1948,  when  Rev.  J.  Wayne  Levan  became  pas- 
tor. He  remained  until  the  middle  of  1951.  Rev.  G.  L.  Royster  became  our  pastor  then  and  remained  until 
February,  1954.  Rev.  Cecil  Herrin  became  pastor  on  April  1,  1954. 

During  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Cheshire  the  membership  grew  by  60  members  in  his  two  year  tenure.  One 
of  the  interesting  things  that  happened  while  Rev.  Cheshire  was  pastor  was  that  in  July,  1946  the  W  M  U  pur- 
chased new  pulpit  furniture  and  this  same  furniture  is  being  used  today  by  Beulah  Church.  The  pulpit  stand, 
communion  table,  and  two  chairs  were  refinished  in  1964  to  match  present  pews  in  the  sanctuaiy.  The  church 
sent  Rev.  Cheshire  and  his  wife  to  the  pastor's  conference  at  Ridgecrest  in  September,  1946.  The  church  pur- 
chased new  pews  for  the  sanctuary  in  1947.  These  pews  are  now  in  use  in  the  chapel  near  our  present  fellow- 
ship hall.  The  church  in  October,  1946  voted  to  observe  her  fifty  year  anniversary  and  homecoming  in  June, 
1947.  In  1946  the  pastor's  salary  was  $1000.00  plus  $540  per  year  from  State  Missions-making  a  total  of 
$1540.00  per  year. 

On  June  27,  1947,  the  50th  anniversary  was  held  at  Beulah.  Rev.  Cheshire,  pastor,  read  the  history  of  the 
first  fifty  years.  Stephen  Nash  was  choir  director.  Rev.  B.  E.  Morris  brought  the  morning  service  message. 
Lunch  was  served  on  the  grounds.  How  I  remember  the  long  swinging  table  built  of  chicken  wire  -  stmng  up 
between  two  big  oak  trees.  I  remember  so  well  the  two  fifty  gallon  barrels-one  of  lemonade  and  one  of  ice 
water  -  and  some  of  the  best  food  in  the  world.  In  the  afternoon  service,  B.F.Deal  gave  the  history  of  the  pasto- 
rium.  Former  pastors  Joe  L.  Binkley,  R.  Lee  Davis,  B.  E.  Morris,  R.  H.  Weaver,  A.  C.  McCall,  W.  H.  Bryant, 
and  Zeb  Baker  gave  inspirational  talks.  Average  attendance  report  for  last  year  in  Sunday  School  was  83,  and 
the  average  weekly  offerings  this  period  was  $53.94.  Two  charter  members  were  living  at  this  time  -  Mr.  W.  H. 
Deal  and  Mr.  John  Harris  of  Rising  Star,  Texas. 

On  July  6,  1947,  Rev.  Cheshire  resigned  from  the  church  but  the  church  would  not  accept  his  resigna- 
tion. The  church  in  turn  voted  to  raise  the  salary  of  our  pastor  $500.00  per  year  for  who  ever  might  be  serving 
us.  After  talking  with  Rev.  Cheshire,  he  still  requested  the  church  accept  his  resignation  and  his  request  was 
granted  on  July  13,  1947.  A  pulpit  committee  was  elected  and  they  recommended  Rev.  Teague  from 
Taylorsville,  N.  C.  to  become  our  pastor.  The  church  did  not  accept  this  recommendation.  The  pulpit  committee 
resigned  and  a  new  committee  was  elected  by  secret  ballot.  This  committee  recommended  to  the  church  that 
Rev.  Wayne  Levan  become  pastor.  A  second  motion  was  made  that  we  purchase  an  electric  stove,  hot  water 
heater,  and  refrigerator  for  the  church  parsonage,  and  also  raise  the  pastor's  salary  to  $50.00  per  week.  This  was 
so  approved  by  the  church.  The  church  adopted  a  budget  for  1948-49  for  $5,023.92  or  $96.42  per  week.  Rev. 
Levan  came  to  Beulah  after  graduating  from  Southwestern  Seminary.  The  Church  adopted  a  budget  for  1 949  - 
50  of  $10,509.00.  In  the  budget  the  pastor's  salary  was  $2600.00  and  the  building  fund  was  $5000.00. 

While  Rev.  Levan  was  pastoring  at  Beulah,  Sunday  evening  services  were  begun,  mid-week  prayer  ser- 
vices were  started,  and  soon  other  services  were  begun  with  other  organizations  being  added.  Within  a  year  the 
W  M  S  was  branching  out  and  as  a  result  there  was  the  W  M  U,  The  Girl's  Auxiliary,  the  Young  Women's 


Auxiliary,  the  Sunbeams  and  the  Royal  Ambassador  organizations.  The  Brotherhood  was  organized  March  1, 
1949  with  29  charter  members.  The  responsibility  of  the  Royal  Ambassadors  was  taken  over  by  the 
Brotherhood. 

A  visitation  program  was  begun  in  1948  and  this  helped  to  increase  the  attendance  more  than  any  other 
thing.  The  church  has  the  following  opportunities  of  service  each  week:  Sunday  School,  Training  Union  and 
two  worship  services  each  Sunday:  R  As  meet  each  Monday  night:  Prayer  service  each  Wednesday  night:  visi- 
tation each  Thursday  night:  choir  practice  on  Friday  night:  Y  W  A,  Sunbeams,  and  G  A  meeting  twice  monthly: 
W  M  S  and  Brotherhood  meet  the  first  Tuesday  night  in  each  month:  Officers  and  teachers  meet  each  second 
Tuesday  night:  Training  Union  Council  meeting  is  held  each  fourth  Monday  night.  The  deacons  meet  each 
month  on  the  first  Monday  night.  Two  study  courses  are  conducted  each  year  for  each  organization  with  the 
exception  of  the  Brotherhood. 

The  church  continued  to  grow  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Levan  as  the  first  plan  to  build  a  new  church 
was  adopted.  The  church  voted  to  build  a  church  building  with  at  least  30  class  rooms  and  to  build  an  auditori- 
um to  seat  at  least  300.  In  1950  Beulah  recorded  its  largest  Sunday  School  attendance  ever  -  246.  How  well  do  I 
remember  these  days.  I  was  a  member  of  the  building  committee  and  every  Saturday  this  committee  and  Rev. 
Levan  visited  churches  trying  to  come  up  with  a  plan  to  use  for  our  building.  Rev.  Levan  led  Beulah  in 
Homecoming  services  on  June  25,  1950.  At  this  time  Beulah  really  launched  out  in  her  building  program  with 
the  theme  "It  Can  Be  Done"  Rev.  Joe  Binkley  brought  the  morning  message  "It  can  be  done  through  faith  in 
God".  Rev.  Cheshire  brought  the  evening  message  -  "Building  For  God."  There  were  8  fomier  pastors  at  our 
evening  service. 

Rev.  Levan  resigned  the  church  on  November  26,  1950.  Rev.  G.  L.  Royster  became  pastor  of  Beulah  on 
March  4,  1951.  He  continued  to  lead  the  church  toward  its  building  program.  I  remember  so  well  the  big  ther- 
mometer he  built  to  record  our  gifts,  and  how  proud  we  were  to  see  this  inch  up  a  little  each  week.  At  this  time 
(1951)  the  church  adopted  the  Fifth  Sunday  Building  Fund  Day.  A  pastor's  study  was  built  to  the  rear  of  the 
parsonage.  A  1948  Chevrolet  school  bus  was  purchased  to  be  used  as  a  church  bus.  Oh  the  pleasure  I  had  being 
the  first  driver  of  this  bus.  I  recall  carrying  a  bucket  as  we  traveled  so  we  could  replenish  the  water  in  the  radia- 
tor. I  remember  we  always  parked  the  bus  at  Mr.  Charlie  Byer's  garage  so  he  could  check  it  out  for  the  next 
week's  run. 

The  church,  under  Rev.  Royster 's  leadership  in  1952  adopted  plan  S-300B  from  the  architectural 
Department  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  build  a  new  church  by.  On 
April  13,  1952,  the  building  committee  recommended  that  we  accept  13  lots  donated  to  the  church  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  E.  T.  Bolick.  This  was  a  most  unusual  gift  acceptance  m  that  the  building  committee  (R.  N.  McClung,  J. 
C.  Wooten,  R  J.  Benfield,  M.  L.  Tucker,and  Shirley  Johnson)  had  to  make  a  recommendation  to  the  church  of 
two  offers  of  land  to  the  church.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sherrill  Ostwalt  had  offered  one  acre  of  land  on  the  North  side  of 
the  present  property,  but  the  chance  of  securing  more  land  looked  hopeless  due  to  the  property  being  tied  up  in 
an  estate.  The  committee  recommended  that  we  accept  the  Bolick  property  located  at  the  corner  of  Beulah 
Church  Road  and  Old  Mountain  Road  and  plan  to  build  on  it  on  four  specific  points; 

1 .  It  is  more  centrally  located  for  our  membership  ■ 

2.  It  is  located  on  hard  surface  road  and  more  accessible. 

3.  It  allow  space  for  future  expansion. 

4.  It  also  allows  ample  parking  facilities. 

Also  included  in  the  motion  was  that  the  present  location  be  improved  and  beautified  for  use  as  Beulah  Church 
Cemetery,  and  also  that  a  caretaker  would  be  employed  by  the  church  whenever  we  moved  to  a  new  building.  A 
six  inch  bored  well  was  drilled  on  the  new  building  cite  in  March,  1953.  Everyone  was  not  happy  with  the  deci- 


sion  to  move  and  build  a  new  church  building.  We  lost  a  few  church  families  because  of  this  decision.  Rev. 
G.L.  Royster  resigned  the  church  on  November  15,  1953.  Rev.  C.  N.  Spry  once  again  served  as  interim  pastor 
until  Rev.  Cecil  K.  Herrin  became  pastor  on  April  4,  1954.  He  continued  to  lead  the  church  in  their  plans  to 
move  and  build. 

I  remember  well  one  of  the  first  sermons  Rev.  Herrin  challenged  the  church  with.  He  stated  in  his  mes- 
sage that  if  we  expected  him  to  build  our  building  we  were  going  to  be  disappointed  because  he  could  not  even 
build  a  chicken  coop.  He  then  stated  that  with  all  of  us  cooperating  together  under  God's  leadership,  and  each 
of  us  praying  for  God's  guidance,  we  would  build  the  building.  This  is  what  has  happened  at  Beulah.  Under  the 
leadership  of  God  Beulah  has  truly  been  blessed.  A  contract  was  signed  with  Elmore  construction  Company  of 
Catawba,  N.  C.  in  1955  to  build  a  3  story  educational  building.  The  first  floor  would  be  used  as  class  rooms  and 
sanctuary  for  the  present  time.  Our  church  membership  was  277,  church  training  enrollment  was  127,  W  M  U 
enrollment  was  36,  and  brotherhood  enrollment  was  26.  The  R.  A.  boys  had  become  the  responsibility  of  the 
brotherhood  in  1949  having  previously  been  led  by  the  W  M  U.  Total  gifts  in  1955  were  $12,354.13;  coopera- 
tive program  was  $617.96,  and  the  total  mission  gifts  were  $1166.00. 

One  of  the  things  remembered  by  the  ladies  in  this  decade  was  when  boxed  cake  mixes  came  on  the 
market.  The  ladies  were  cautious  about  trying  this  new,  quick  way  to  bake.  Mrs.  R.  R  Cook  made  a  cake  from 
this  mixture  and  gave  it  to  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Cheshire  and  this  was  cause  of  much  talk  among  the  ladies.  It  turned 
out  to  be  delicious. 

During  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  G.  L.  Royster,  a  special  visitor  came  for  worship  on  Sunday  mornings. 
When  the  front  doors  were  left  open  in  the  summer,  a  dog  came  in  for  the  service.  The  first  few  Sundays  the 
deacons  would  put  him  outside  again  -  much  to  the  delight  of  the  younger  people.  Rev.  Royster  asked  the  dea- 
cons to  "leave  the  dog  alone  and  see  what  would  happen".  The  dog  would  go  down  in  front  of  the  communion 
table  and  take  a  nap.  When  the  choir  would  begin  the  invitation  hymn,  the  dog  would  get  up  and  go  back  out  of 
the  front  door.  Wasps  and  lizards  were  also  frequent  summertime  visitors. 

Rev.  Herrin  has  a  vivid  memory  of  a  worship  service  in  the  old  church.  After  giving  the  invitation  at  the 
end  of  the  message,  several  of  the  men  went  over  into  the  Sunday  School  class  room  at  the  north  side  of  the 
auditorium  where  a  young  man  was  sitting.  Thinking  that  the  men  were  talking  with  the  young  man  about  his 
salvation,  the  choir  continued  to  sing  several  more  hymns.  Finally  Rev.  Herrin  closed  the  service  and  went  to 
check  on  the  men  in  the  Sunday  School  room.  He  found  that  the  young  man  had  gotten  his  fingers  fastened  in 
the  communion  cup  holders  on  the  back  of  the  pew,  and  the  men  were  trying  to  get  him  loose. 

As  you  can  see,  this  ten  year  period  was  a  period  of  growing  pains  becoming  active.  The  Lord  was  real- 
ly stirring  the  water  and  making  Beulah  come  alive. 

1955  - 1965 

Rev.  Cecil  K  Herrin  served  as  pastor  during  this  decade.  In  1955  four  acres  of  land  to  the  rear  of  the 
church  became  available.  Five  men  who  were  church  members,  and  who  wished  to  remain  anonymous,  pur- 
chased the  four  acres  as  a  gift  to  the  church.  On  April  15,  1956,  the  first  service  was  held  in  the  new  education- 
al building.  What  a  time  we  had!  I  was  Sunday  School  Superintendent  and  we  went  from  Class  Sunday  School 
to  a  Departmentalized  Sunday  School  with  301  present.  All  the  preparation  and  studying  paid  off  The  building 
and  equipment  was  completed  at  a  cost  of  $45,000.  A  loan  of  $28,000  was  borrowed  on  the  building. 

The  first  worship  service  was  led  by  Rev.  B.  E.  Morris  who  had  been  our  pastor  from  1930  until  1935. 
He  also  led  in  revival  services  the  following  week.  On  Monday  night  in  prayer  service  prior  to  the  revival  ser- 


vice,  two  families  who  had  so  opposed  the  moving  and  building  were  present.  They  said  they  felt  they  had  been 
wrong  in  their  opposition  and  asked  forgiveness.  In  all  of  my  50  years  as  a  member  of  Beulah,  I  have  never 
experienced  a  greater  reviving  spirit  and  uniting  of  people  together.  These  persons  opposed,  but  never  forgot  to 
pray  about  the  matter.  The  church  did  not  forget  these  people  -  continually  praying  for  them.  God  answered  all 
the  prayers. 

When  I  first  came  to  "know"  Beulah,  Stephen  Nash  was  the  volunteer  music  director.  Frank  Elliot,  who 
was  our  first  paid  music  director,  was  employed  in  1959.  A  note-burning  service  was  held  on  March  6,  1960  for 
the  loan  of  the  Educational  Building.  At  this  service  Rev.  Herrin,  pastor,  spoke  on  "A  Look  Backward".  J.  C. 
Wooten,  chairman  of  deacons,  spoke  on  "A  Look  Forward."  Rev.  R.  G.  Short,  retired  minister  and  church  mem- 
ber, spoke  on  "A  Look  Upward."  Rev.  Elmer  Thomas,  Assoc.  Missionary,  led  the  prayer  of  dedication.  In 
August  of  1962  our  church  library  was  opened.  Mrs.  Stephen  Nash  was  the  first  librarian. 

We  continued  to  grow  and  look  to  the  future.  A  new  building  committee  was  appointed  to  lead  in  the 
building  of  a  sanctuary.  The  committee  was  composed  of  J.  C.  Wooten,  Chairman,  Mrs.  Annie  Harrelson, 
Conrad  Bumgamer,  Edsel  Carter,  Mrs.  E.  N.  Heintz,  Loimie  Troutman,  Elbert  Hines,  Jr.,  Doyle  Levan,  Jim 
Lowrance,  David  Nash,  Larry  Nash,  and  Mrs.  Eva  Privette.  Ground  breaking  service  was  held  on  May  17, 

1964.  The  first  service  in  the  new  sanctuary  was  held  on  June  20,  1965.  Rev.  B.  E.  Morris  preached  the  dedica- 
tion message  -  "The  Temple  Dedication". 

Renovation  of  the  educational  building  and  the  new  sanctuary  to  seat  440  was  built  by  Bumgamer 
Construction  Company  of  Conover,  N.  C.  with  Mr.  Tom  Hutchins  of  Statesville,  N.  C.  as  architect.  The  total 
value  of  the  church  property  is  $185,000.  The  construction  cost  was  $140,000.  One  great  memory  I  have  of  this 
program  is  that  when  the  Building  Committee  made  its  recommendation  to  build  the  sanctuary  without  air-con- 
ditioning, and  borrow  $90,000.,  the  recommendation  was  rejected.  Mr.  E.  T  Bolick  spoke  to  the  church  and 
said  he  felt  that  the  committee  had  recommended  an  "A  one"  building,  but  he  would  like  to  recommend  that  the 
church  borrow  $100,000  and  air  condition  the  building.  The  committee  had  no  objection  to  this  but  felt  that 
$90,000.  was  all  the  debt  we  could  carry.  The  church  accepted  the  amended  recommendation. 

Some  of  us  remember  an  amusing  thing  that  happened  to  one  our  young  boys  in  the  Educational 
Building  Sanctuary.  During  the  evening  service,  he  went  to  sleep  in  his  chair  and  fell  out  into  the  church  aisle. 
The  boy  grew  to  become  a  man  and  became  a  leader  in  our  church. 

Larry  McCoy  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1965.  The  South  Yadkin  Baptist  Association  met  at  Beulah  in 

1965,  and  a  black  choir  was  invited  to  sing.  This  did  not  meet  the  approval  of  some  of  our  members,  and  we 
lost  several  members  because  of  this.  Total  gifts  in  1965  were  $33,200.  with  disbursements  of  $143,547.  Given 
to  the  cooperative  program  was  $2276.00  and  total  mission  gifts  were  $4545.00.  Church  membership  was  452. 
Sunday  School  enrollment  was  409,  with  an  average  attendance  of  225.  Church  Training  enrollment  was  181 
with  an  average  attendance  of  90.  W  M  U  had  93  enrolled  (this  included  youth  mission  organizations),  and  the 
Brotherhood  had  36  enrolled.  There  were  95  enrolled  in  church  music. 

1965-1975 

Rev.  Cecil  Herrin  left  the  church  on  May  1,  1966  to  assume  pastorate  of  Gethsemane  Baptist  Church  in 
Richlands,  Va.  Rev.  Dean  Simpson  came  as  interim  pastor  while  teaching  religion  at  Mitchell  Collage.  He  invit- 
ed Rev.  Charlie  Thompson  of  Florence,  Alabama  to  lead  in  revival  services  at  Beulah  in  July,  1966.  The  pulpit 
committee  recommended  him  to  become  pastor  of  our  church  in  August,  1966.  In  1967,  Frank  Elliott  resigned 
as  Music  Director  to  become  Music  Director  at  Western  Avenue  Baptist  Church.  Plans  were  adopted  for  build- 
ing a  new  pastorium.  The  church  purchased  2  1/2  acres  from  Larry  Nash  on  Debbie  Lane  for  the  new  pastori- 
um. 
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In  1968  Mrs.  Dorcas  Dyson  was  hired  as  the  first  full-time  secretary.  Mr.  Steve  Kirby  was  called  as 
minister  of  music  in  1968.  (He  is  now  pastor  of  Union  Grove  Methodist  Church  in  Union  Grove,  N.  C.) 

Construction  was  begun  on  the  pastorium.  Shirley  Johnson  was  chainnan  of  the  Building  Committee. 
Harold  Crawford  was  Finance  Committee  chairman.  Trouble  developed  in  the  construction  of  the  pastornmi. 
The  building  committee  discovered  some  discrepancies  in  the  heating  system  being  installed.  It  was  not  what 
they  had  agreed  upon  so  they  were  withholding  payments  until  this  was  corrected.  Harold  Crawford,  Chaimian 
of  Trustees,  was  informed  by  the  contractor's  lawyer  that  he  was  going  to  sue  Beulah  Church.  Mr.  Crawford 
notified  the  deacons  who  in  turn  hired  Mr.  Pete  Avery  as  the  lawyer  for  Beulah  to  check  into  the  problem.  After 
his  investigation  he  infonned  the  contractor  and  his  lawyer  that  the  church  would  correct  the  heating  and  air 
conditioners  errors  with  the  money  that  had  been  withheld,  and  that  he  could  either  complete  construction  or 
sue.  The  contractor  agreed  to  allow  Watts  Plumbing  and  Heating  to  correct  the  errors  and  he  would  complete 
construction. 

Rev.  Charlie  Thompson  left  Beulah  in  January,  1969.  Rev.  B.E.  Morris  was  called  again  to  be  our 
Interim  pastor  -  35  years  after  he  had  been  pastor  at  Beulah. 

Rev.  Hayden  Gartner  accepted  the  call  to  become  our  pastor.  He  moved  into  the  new  pastorium  in 
October,  1969.  Steve  Kirby  resigned  as  Music  Director  in  1970.  Mr.  Coite  Sherrill  was  called  as  minister  of 
music  in  the  spring  of  1970.  A  coincidence  happened  in  the  calling  of  Coite  Sherrill.  When  J.  C.  Wooten, 
Chairman  of  the  Music  committee,  first  approached  Mr.  Sherrill  about  coming  to  Beulah,  Coite  told  him  that 
the  only  way  he  would  consider  taking  the  position  would  be  for  he  and  his  wife  also,  to  come.  Mrs.  Sherrill 
was  an  organist  at  a  Presbyterian  church  and  Coite  was  minister  of  music  at  a  Baptist  church.  On  Sunday  morn- 
ings when  they  got  ready  for  church,  Phillip  (age  2)  wanted  to  know  if  they  were  going  to  "Daddy's  church"  or 
to  "Mommy's  Church."  Coite  did  not  know  that  Beulah  also  needed  an  organist  .  When  the  chainnan  came 
back  to  the  committee,  they  conferred  with  the  deacons  and  Pastor,  and  recommended  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sherrill  to 
lead  our  music  department. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Floyd  Shoaf  were  employed  as  our  first  full  time  custodians.  Mrs.  Dorcas  Dyson  resigned 
as  secretary,  and  Kathy  B.  Moose  was  hired  as  church  secretary.  In  1969,  we  borrowed  $26,000.  on  the  new 
pastorium  and  sold  the  first  pastorium  to  John  Cascaddon  for  $7500.  In  1971  the  Senior  Citizens  were  orga- 
nized as  "Just  Older  Youth"  -  known  as  the  JOY  group.  The  Green  property  on  the  north  side  of  the  church 
(house  and  four  acres  of  land)  was  purchased  for  $6100.  The  church  began  contributing  to  Albert  Ost\^'alt,  mis- 
sionary to  Mexico.  Doug  Williams,  ministerial  student  at  South  Eastern  Seminary,  was  called  as  Associate  pas- 
tor during  the  summer  of  1972.  Rosemary  Haneline  was  employed  as  pianist  in  1972.  Kathy  Moose  resigned  as 
Church  Secretary  in  March,  1973,  and  Mary  Benge  replaced  her  in  April,  1973.  The  church  bell  in  the  steeple 
tower  was  replaced  by  Eugene  Brown's  Sunday  School  class.  Offset  printing  equipment  was  purchased  in  1974 
at  a  cost  of  $5000.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shoaf  resigned  as  custodians  and  were  replaced  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clay  St.  John. 
The  brick  sign  in  front  of  the  church  was  built  by  Eugene  Brown's  Sunday  School  class. 

In  1975  the  Biblical  Recorder  Plan  was  placed  in  the  church  budget.  The  church  decided  to  purchase  a 
bus.  The  committee  found  a  new  36  passenger  bus  in  Athens,  Ga.  and  recommended  buying  it.  The  church 
amended  this  motion  -  deciding  not  to  buy  a  bus  at  this  time.  Alan  Haneline  was  employed  to  work  with  the  Jr. 
and  Youth  choirs  while  Coite  Sherrill  continued  to  work  on  his  Master's  Degree.  The  Church  was  broken  into 
and  the  I  B  M  typewriter  and  other  small  items  were  taken.  In  1975,  church  membership  was  647;  Sunday 
School  enrollment  was  477  with  average  attendance  of  266;  Church  training  enrollment  was  1 59  with  average 
attendance  of  89;  W  M  U  enrollment  was  96:  Brotherhood  enrollment  was  53;  Church  music  enrollment  was 
95.  Total  gifts  of  $80,249.00  -  Cooperative  Program,  $10,924.00  Total  mission  gifts,  $16,692.00. 
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1975  -1985 

In  1976  the  Young  People's  Dept.,  hall,  and  church  offices  were  carpeted.  8.5  acres  of  land  on  the  south- 
west side  of  the  church  was  purchased  from  Mrs.  E.  T.  Bolick  for  $17,186.00.  The  church  now  owns  18  acres. 
A  new  public  address  system  and  speaker  for  the  organ  were  installed  in  the  sanctuary  at  a  cost  of  $1500.00  in 
1977.  Coite  Sherrill  took  the  Jr.  and  Youth  choirs  back.  Charles  and  Dottie  Brown  became  custodians.  Pew 
cushions  were  installed  in  the  sanctuary  in  1978.  Storm  windows  were  installed  in  the  education  building.  Ed 
Grohman  was  licensed  to  preach.  Rev.  Hayden  Gartner  resigned  Beulah  to  be  effective  Nov.  16,  1978. 

Rev.  Henry  Gook,  Jr.  was  extended  a  call  to  become  our  pastor  on  Dec.  31,  1978.  A  coincidence  hap- 
pened at  this  time.  Rev.  Goy  Privette  had  been  extended  a  call  to  become  interim  pastor  as  of  Feb.  1,  1979.  Rev. 
Gook  accepted  the  call  to  become  our  pastor  and  said  he  could  come  Feb.  1,  1979,  so  Rev.  Privette  did  not  get 
to  serve  as  interim  pastor.  A  fonnal  dining  room  suite  was  given  to  Beulah  parsonage  by  Bernhardt  Furniture 
Go.  In  1979  a  Building  and  Planning  committee  was  appointed.  On  this  committee  were  :  Wayne  Jenkins, 
Ghairman,  Mike  Heintz,  Edwin  Morrow,  Goite  Sherrill,  Grier  Bustle,  Mrs.  Joyce  Keever,  and  Mrs.  Gwen  Nash. 
This  committee  later  became  the  building  committee  for  a  Multi-purpose  building.  A  tape  ministry  was  begun. 
A  used  copier  was  purchased  and  a  Dodge  Van  was  purchased.  The  road  on  the  north  side  of  the  church  was 
moved  farther  away  from  the  church  and  the  Green  house  was  moved  to  the  rear  of  the  church.  Also  some  addi- 
tional parking  area  on  the  north  side  of  our  church  was  paved. 

The  church  voted  in  1979  to  build  a  muhi-purpose  building  to  the  south  of  our  present  building  to  be 
financed  by  the  sale  of  $400,000.  in  church  bonds.  In  December,  1979,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  make  a 
study  and  present  a  Gonstitution  and  By  Laws  to  Beulah  church.  Members  of  this  committee  included  J.  G. 
Wooten,  Ghairman,  Boyd  Anderson,  Geneva  Bell,  Kassie  Buckner,  Bernard  Kunkle,  Stephen  Nash  and  Eva 
Privette. 

In  February,  1980,  the  $400,000.  Ghurch  Bonds  were  sold  and  the  building  begun.  In  March,  1980,  the 
Building  Gommittee  recommended  to  the  church  that  D.S.A.,  Inc.  of  Asheville,  N.  G.,  who  had  been  employed 
to  supervise  our  building  program  be  terminated  from  their  contract.  This  was  done,  and  the  church  entered  into 
a  contract  with  Jenkins  &  Williams  Gonstruction  Go.  of  Greensboro,  N.  G.  to  build  the  multi-purpose  building 
for  $388,952.00. 

In  October,  1980,  the  Gonstitution  and  By-Laws  committee  presented  to  Beulah  Baptist  Ghurch  a  con- 
stitution and  by-laws  for  adoption.  The  church  approved  this  first  constitution  and  by-laws  for  the  church.  In 
1981,  Dale  Morrow  was  licensed  to  preach.  Guidelines  were  adopted  for  the  use  of  our  new  fellowship  hall, 
and  the  multi-purpose  building  was  put  to  use.  Mike  Nash  was  employed  as  custodian  but  then  resigned  and 
was  replaced  by  Glay  Elliott.  The  B.  F.  Deal  family  presented  an  artist  painting  of  the  origmal  Beulah  church 
building  which  was  built  in  1897.  This  painting  hangs  above  the  mantel  in  the  fellowship  hall. 

The  Senior  adults  were  reorganized  in  November,  1981  -  now  to  be  known  as  "Golden  Harverters". 
They  became  very  active,  and  a  scrapbook  of  their  pictures  and  activities  is  in  our  church  library.  The  coopera- 
tive program  gifts  were  voted  to  be  reduced  from  24%  of  all  undesignated  gifts  to  12%  -  with  the  church  to 
match  all  gifts  given  to  special  mission  offerings.  Total  mission  gifts  in  1981  were  $39,600  and  total  mission 
gifts  m  1982  were  $35,041.  Gooperative  program  gifts  in  1981  were  $22,191.  and  cooperafive  gifts  in  1982 
were  $19,417.  After  1982  the  cooperative  program  gifts  reverted  back  to  percentages. 

In  1982  an  additional  parking  lot  on  the  south  side  of  the  church  was  put  into  use.  Two  pews  were 
removed  from  the  front  of  the  sanctuary  so  that  the  pulpit  area  could  be  enlarged.  This  reduced  the  seating  by 
24  -  leaving  seating  capacity  in  the  sanctuary  at  416.  In  May,  1982  the  personal  Gommittee  presented  a  job 
description  for  an  Associate  pastor/Minister  of  Education.  Rev.  David  Gooper  was  called  to  this  position  on 
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December  5,  1982.  He  began  his  work  in  January,  1983. 

Miss  Scottie  Stamper  was  employed  as  pianist  in  March,  1983.  The  brick  steps  on  the  north  side  of  the 
sanctuary  were  replaced  with  metal  steps,  so  as  to  not  be  so  steep.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  study  crowd- 
ed conditions  in  the  sanctuary.  We  purchased  36  padded  chairs  to  help  alleviate  this  condition.  The  parking  lot 
on  the  southside  of  the  church  was  paved. 

In  1984  the  church  voted  to  participate  in  Acts  -TV  network.  A  ministry  was  begun  at  a  local  Flea 
Market,  but  was  discontinued  at  the  request  of  the  owner.  A  new  heating  and  air  condition  system  was  installed 
in  the  sanctuary  at  a  cost  of  $31,400.  The  church  voted  to  use  video  equipment  and  wide  screen  to  alleviate 
over  crowding  in  the  sanctuary,  at  a  cost  of  $9000.00.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  Lippard  became  full-time  custodians. 
Miss  Scottie  Stamper  resigned  as  pianist  May  27,  1984.  Rev.  David  Cooper  resigned  as  of  August  26,  1984.  We 
also  began  two  worship  services  (8:30  -  1 1 :00  a.m.)  on  Sunday  morning. 

Rev.  Ron  Richardson  came  as  Minister  of  Education  -  Youth  on  April  1,  1985.  He  lived  with  Mr.  &  Mrs. 
J.  C.  Wooten  until  school  closed  and  he  could  move  his  family  here.  The  Audio  Visual  committee  began  plac- 
ing a  picture  of  new  members  joining  the  church  in  the  vestibule  of  the  sanctuary.  A  recommendation  was 
adopted  to  accept  the  challenge  to  raise  $49,521.00  for  three  major  fiscal  needs:  Church  organ,$33,521.  new 
sound  system,  $15,000,  and  to  place  an  amount  in  the  budget  sufficient  to  supplement  leasing  necessary  trans- 
portation when  needed.  The  Church  borrowed  $17,000.00  to  complete  installation  of  a  new  Allen  organ.  We 
voted  to  employ  an  additional  Secretary  -  Receptionist  and  to  install  a  new  accounting  system. 

1985-1995 

In  1986  additional  furniture  and  equipment  was  purchased  for  the  church  office.  Mrs.  Ethel  Johnson  was 
employed  as  Secretary  -  Receptionist.  The  church  gave  $500.00  to  help  fight  the  election  against  liquor  by  the 
drink  in  Statesville.  A  new  copier  was  purchased  for  the  office,  and  a  used  copier  for  church  officers  and 
teacher.  A  new  accounting  system  was  installed  by  J.  C.  Wooten  and  Mary  Benge  and  all  General  Fund  book- 
keeping and  records  are  now  kept  in  the  church  office  by  the  Administrative  Secretary.  An  annual  audit  by  out- 
side auditors  was  authorized  by  the  church.  A  new  roof  was  put  on  our  educational  building. 

In  1987  the  pastor  and  deacons  recommended  that  the  church  try  to  contact  all  110  non  resident,  delin- 
quent church  members  on  Beulah's  church  roll  -  suggesting  that  they  move  their  membership  and  become 
active  in  a  church  near  them.  44  members  were  removed  from  Beulah  membership  as  of  this  action.  Rev.  Ron 
Richardson  resigned  effective  June  15,  1987.  A  retirement  program  was  adopted  for  all  employees  (other  than 
those  ordained  who  are  already  covered.)  The  church  parsonage  was  sold  for  $92,000.00  and  the  money  was 
invested  by  the  trustees.  The  interest  is  to  be  applied  to  the  General  Fund  Budget  Housing  allowance  for  the 
pastor.  The  pastor  now  will  be  given  a  housing  allowance.  He  also  was  given  a  relocation  gift  to  help  in  this 
transition.  Rev.  Robert  Garrett  was  called  as  Minister  of  Education  -  Youth  in  July  to  begin  his  work  in 
September. 

The  columns  in  front  of  the  church  were  approved  for  repair  and  a  new  telephone  system  was  installed. 
Church  membership  in  1987  was  794;  Sunday  School  enrollment  totaled  698  with  an  average  attendance  of 
347;  Church  Training  had  93  enrolled  with  an  average  attendance  o  58;  W  M  U  had  83  enrolled;  Brotherhood 
had  32  enrolled;  Church  Music  had  an  enrollment  of  129  with  an  average  attendance  of  91.  Gifts  totaled 
$342,997.00;  Cooperative  program  gifts  of  $48,350.00;  Total  mission  gifts  were  $78,479.00. 

A  personnel  policy  was  adopted  for  all  employees  in  1988.  A  long  range  planning  committee  was 
appointed  to  see  "Where  We  Have  Been  -  Where  We  Are  At  -  and  Where  Do  We  Wish  To  Go"  in  all  the 
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complete  programs  of  Beulah  church.  A  burglar  alarm  system  was  installed  in  the  church.  Present  custodians 
were  allowed  to  draw  retirement  as  salary.  This  applies  only  to  present  custodians;  any  new  personnel  will 
revert  to  the  retirement  program. 

In  April,  1989  two  worship  morning  services  were  begun  again.  Mike  Cline  was  employed  as  Assistant 
Music  Director  for  morning  services,  and  Rosemary  Haneline  employed  as  pianist  for  the  morning  services.  A 
van  policy  and  procedure  was  adopted  by  the  church.  The  annual  homecoming  service  was  discontinued  due  to 
lack  of  interest.  A  new  Zerox  copier  was  purchased  for  the  office.  The  Ruritan  Club  began  meeting  in  the  fel- 
lowship hall  on  the  last  Thursday  in  each  month. 

The  Long  Range  planning  committee  submitted  their  final  report.  The  key  issues  found  needing  atten- 
tion were:  tithing,  more  space  in  the  auditorium,  more  space  in  Sunday  School  department,  more  emphasis  on 
missions,  need  for  a  retirement  home  and  day  care  center,  and  consistent  Christian  living  outside  the  church  as 
a  witness  to  the  world.  These  were  goals  presented  to  the  church  to  strive  for. 

The  fellowship  hall  was  carpeted  in  1990  to  help  with  the  acoustics.  The  electric  stove  in  the  kitchen 
was  replaced  with  a  gas  stove.  Mrs.  Ethel  Johnson  resigned  as  church  Education  Secretary  in  July. 

Mrs.  Amy  Galliher  was  employed  to  replace  Mrs.  Ethel  Johnson.  A  athletic  ministry  committee  was 
appointed  to  co-ordinate  church  athletic  programs.  Additional  parking  area  was  paved  on  the  south  side  of  the 
church  building. 

In  1991  the  Ralph  Yount  property  across  the  street  from  the  church  was  used  part  of  the  year  for  Sunday 
School  classes.  The  property  was  offered  to  the  church  to  purchase,  but  on  a  joint  recommendation  from  the 
deacons,  trustees,  and  property  committee,  the  church  declined  to  purchase.  The  church  was  asked  to  appoint  a 
planning  and  survey  committee  to  address  growth  and  space  needs.  A  committee  was  appointed.  Mrs.  Joyce 
Keever,  Mike  Heintz,  Ned  Fox,  Darrell  Watt,  Karen  Messick,  Dale  Byers,  and  Jackie  Capps  formed  the  com- 
mittee. 

Coite  Sherrill,  Minister  of  Music,  made  a  recommendation  that  we  start  a  fund  to  purchase  1991  edi- 
tions of  the  Baptist  Hymnal.  This  purchase  could  be  made  in  honor  or  memory  of  some  person.  Mrs.  Kathy 
Markham  was  employed  August  5,  1991  to  replace  Mrs.  Amy  Galliher  as  church  Educational  Secretary.  A  Dell 
system  computer  was  purchased  from  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board.  The  staff  was  trained  to  use  this  sys- 
tem. Church  records  and  book  keeping  were  entered  and  the  computer  system  was  put  into  use  on  January  1, 
1992.  J.  C.  Wooten  resigned  as  church  clerk  after  29  years  of  service.  He  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Jan  Roseman. 

The  church  adopted  a  policy  that  no  more  grave  plots  in  our  cemetery  would  be  sold  to  non-church 
members  due  to  lack  of  space.  The  exterior  of  the  church  was  painted.  A  Sunday  School  Annex  was  built  at  the 
rear  of  the  church  at  a  cost  of  $18,000.00.  This  construction  was  done  mostly  by  church  members,  under  the 
guidance  of  Dale  Byers.  Dale  coordinated  all  phases  of  the  work,  and  the  building  was  completed  in  one  day. 

The  Planning  and  Survey  committee  made  their  final  report.  They  suggested  either  a  bond  program  or  a 
capital  stewardship  program  to  an  outside  agency  as  a  way  to  raise  money  for  new  facilities.  They  did  not  rec- 
ommend a  balcony  in  the  sanctuary  because  it  would  not  meet  our  needs.  Their  recommendation  was  that  we 
enter  mto  the  "Together  We  Build"  program  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  They  would  lead  the  church  in 
an  mtense  three  months  capital  stewardship  campaign  to  raise  the  major  percentage  of  the  money  needed  to 
build  a  new  sanctuary  on  the  property  north  of  the  present  existing  building.  On  December  15,  1991,  the  church 
voted  by  secret  ballot.  The  result  was  56%  for  and  44%  against.  A  recommendation  was  made  to  delay  action 
on  the  vote  for  60  days  so  the  committee  could  find  the  reasons  for  objections.  This  would  be  done  through 
written  replies  from  church  members  with  no  names  signed.  At  the  end  of  60  days  a  recommendation  will  be 
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made  whether  to  honor  the  vote  taken  on  December  15.  On  February  23,  1992,  the  deacons  recommended  that 
the  church  vote  to  rescind  the  action  approved  by  church  to  enter  "Together  We  Build"  on  December  15,  1991. 
The  reason  given  for  this  was  lack  of  unity.  This  was  approved  by  the  church  (281  to  23).  The  deacons,  recog- 
nizing the  need  for  funding  in  order  to  take  any  action  toward  relieving  our  space  problems,  recommended  revi- 
talizing the  Fifth  Sunday  Building  Fund  gifts.  The  building  fund  will  be  under  guardianship  of  our  trustees  and 
will  be  called  "New  Building  Fund"  with  no  money  to  be  used  except  for  a  new  building. 

Early  morning  services  were  discontinued.  The  church  purchased  a  Camcorder.  The  deacons  recom- 
mended that  early  morning  services  be  started  again  on  October  4,  1992.  Dana  Roseman  will  lead  the  early 
morning  services.  Also  recommended  was  that  we  expand  our  stewardship  program  through  teaching  our  con- 
gregation of  responsibility  and  the  blessing  of  giving,  and  also  to  appoint  a  building  committee  to  be  nominated 
by  the  deacons  and  confirmed  by  the  church.  This  committee  would  be  charged  to  study  and  present  a  plan  to 
expand,  and  how  to  meet  our  educational  and  worship  needs.  The  building  committee  nominated  by  the  dea- 
cons and  confirmed  by  the  church  was  tobe  composed  of  Wayne  Jenkins,  Eugene  Brown,  Edwin  Morrow,  Mrs. 
Lynn  Southers,  Mrs.  Nancy  Lamb,  Maurice  Sherrill,  and  J.  C.  Wooten. 

The  van  committee  recommended  that  the  church  sell  the  1979  van  and  hold  the  money  for  a  down  pay- 
ment on  another  van.  A  baby  grand  piano  was  purchased  by  the  church.  This  was  to  be  paid  for  with  a  gift  from 
Christine  Nash  Ferrell's  estate,  and  the  proposed  sale  of  the  handbells. 

In  1993  the  sanctuary  was  recarpeted  and  the  baptistry  drapes  were  replaced  with  new  ones.  New  choir 
robes  were  purchased.  Rosemary  Haneline  resigned  as  church  pianist.  Dwayne  Bell  was  recommended  by  the 
church  as  a  student  at  Southwestern  Seminary.  Mrs.  Lisa  Cashion  Gragg  was  employed  as  church  pianist  begin- 
ning on  October  17,  1993.  A  1992  Ford  wan  was  purchased  and  also  a  new  lawn  mower  for  cemetery  use. 
Outdoor  playground  equipment  was  constructed  at  the  rear  of  the  church  building. 

The  building  committee  recommended,  aftc"  a  period  of  study,  that  our  most  pressing  need  was  for  edu- 
cational space  and  that  we  should  enter  into  a  Faith  Promise  financial  plan.  This  would  supplement  the  present 
Fifth  Sunday  building  gifts.  This  would  encourage  each  of  us  to  give  above  our  present  tithe  to  this  program. 
They  proposed  that  we  build  a  two-story  educational  building  at  the  rear  of  the  present  church  building.  This 
was  approved  by  the  church. 

In  March,  1994,  bids  were  received  on  a  new  educational  building.  The  contract  was  let  to  F  &  F 
Construction  Co.  of  Statesville,  N.  C.  The  projected  cost  was  $440,398.00.  The  stewardship  committee  recom- 
mended that  the  church  establish  a  line  of  credit  of  $275,000.  with  First  Union  National  Bank  of  Statesville, 
N.  C.  Additional  land  was  purchased  adjoining  the  cemetery.  This  will  add  space  for  about  300  graves  plots. 
This  land  was  paid  for  with  a  gift  from  Mrs.  Inez  Brown  York's  estate.  Pastor  Cook  went  on  his  second  mission 
trip  to  Ukraine,  Russia.  The  handbells  were  sold  to  Front  Street  Baptist  church. 

Our  1994  records  show  that  our  receipts  for  the  year  totaled  $498,  240.  Mission  gifts  totaled  $104,245. 
Sunday  School  enrollment  was  807,  with  an  average  attendance  of  392.  Church  membership  totaled  915. 
Church  Training  enrolled  193. 

The  new  educational  building  was  placed  in  use  in  January,  1995.  A  dedication  service  was  held  on 
March  26,  1995.  Using  the  $92,000.  invested  from  the  sale  of  the  parsonage.  Faith  Promise  program,  and  Fifth 
Sunday  Building  Fund  gifts,  the  church  only  had  to  use  $133,000.  of  letter  of  credit.  More  remodeling  is  yet 
being  done  m  the  children's  department. 

Beulah  church,  along  with  South  Yadkin  Association,  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  will  sponsor  a 
Spanish  speaking  mission  in  Iredell  county.  Beulah  will  give  $6000.  a  year  to  this  program.  We  joined  with 
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other  churches  in  our  county  in  supporting  Bible  teaching  in  our  high  schools.  We  will  give  $2000.  a  year  to 
help  fund  the  teacher's  salaries. 

A  100th  Anniversary  planning  committee  was  appointed  by  the  church.  Included  are  J.  C.  Wooten, 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Jackie  Capps,  Mrs.  Gwen  Nash,  Mrs.  Brent  Bustle,  Eugene  Brown,  Pat  Commings,  and  Rev. 
Henry  C.  Cook,  Jr.,  ex-offico.  We  will  celebrate  our  100th  anniversary  on  August  6,  1995. 

I  would  like  to  try  to  summarize  what  I  see  in  the  history  of  Beulah  church.  I  see  a  small  group  of  dedi- 
cated Christians  who  felt  the  need  to  organize  a  Baptist  Church  in  Shiloh  community.  I  marvel  at  how  small  and 
struggling  they  were  in  early  years.  I  see  dedication  of  the  people  and  the  pastors.  Now  -  100  years  later  -  you 
and  I  exist  and  serve  the  Lord  here  at  Beulah.  I  do  not  see  any  worship  of  church  buildings,  but  I  see  the  people 
worshiping  God.  The  church  is  it's  members.  I  rejoice  at  the  growth  pattern  -  all  the  building  and  moving.  You 
can  look  back  and  now  see  that  this  was  in  God's  will.  I  look  at  baptismal  records  and  realize  that  this  is  what 
the  church  is  all  about  to  teach  and  to  baptize  and  to  be  a  witness. 

I  well  remember  many  years  ago  when  Rev.  Maurice  Lee  spent  a  summer  at  Beulah  and  lived  with  me. 
He  was  studying  how  he  could  begin  a  Sunday  School  in  his  church  in  England.  Later  he  went  to  Australia  and 
started  churches  there.  Beulah  had  a  hand  in  this  mission  work. 

When  I  look  at  those  who  have  gone  from  Beulah  into  special  fields  of  service  as  missionaries,  preach- 
ers, musicians,  religious  writers,  and  teachers,  I  realize  we  are  carrying  out  God's  command  to  serve  Him  at 
home,  and  then  spread  His  Word  throughout  the  world. 

In  the  early  50 's,  we  were  involved  with  Cuban  pastors  while  the  "doors"  into  Cuba  were  still  open. 
Several  groups  from  our  congregation  have  been  to  the  Holy  Land  gaining  insight  of  the  conditions  our  mis- 
sionaries live  in.  We  support  missionaries  in  Panama  and  some  of  our  members  have  witnessed  there. 
Missionary  support  has  been  going  into  Mexico  since  1971.  Groups  have  been  to  Peru  on  various  mission  pro- 
jects We  have  been  able  to  send  Bibles  and  a  pastor  to  Russia  on  two  mission  trips.  The  brotherhood  has  spon- 
sored mission  trips  to  West  Virginia  to  rebuild  churches.  Our  Youth  have  conducted  Mission  V  B  S  studies  at 
the  beach,  and  also  Backyard  V  B  S  classes  in  needed  areas  of  our  community.  A  Truck  Stop  ministry  and  a 
Flea  Market  ministry  was  begun  under  the  leadership  of  the  Brotherhood.  Beulah  is  involved  with  the  Spanish 
speaking  mission  in  our  area.
